It is generally believed that su­ 
perintendents o f 
railro ads 
have 
pro phetic po wers when it co mes 
to fo reseeing the chances o f the 
men in any o f the departments 
go ing o n a strike. 
Accepting this as true, the state­ 
ment o f a superintendent o f o ne o f 
the great systems to a representa­ 
tive o f the St. Lo uis Republic in a 
talk o n the questio n o f strike must 
be accepted as rather alarming. 
“ The biggest strike is yet to 
co me,” he said. 
“ I believe that it 
will o nly be a questio n o f time bc- 
o re all o f the sectio n hands will 
strike fo r a material wage increase, 
and when they do it will be prac- 
ically impo ssible 
to 
fill 
their 
places. 
As a result, the ro ads will 
tie neglected, accidents much mo re 
frequent and the questio n o f trans­ 
po rtatio n a great pro blem. 
“ Sectio n hands no w are earning 
Fro m $1.15 to $1.20 a day. 
I bc- 
ieve a few ro ads pay as high as 
$1.35 a day, but o n this pay the 
men have to bo ard themselves and 
o ften wo rk o vertime. 
“ In cases o f necessity they are 
frequently called upo n to wo rk 
twenty-fo ur ho urs, and even lo nger, 
at a stretch witho ut increased pay. 
“ This strike will be serio us, per­ 
haps the mo st serio us, fo r several 
reaso ns. 
The men will strike fo r 
$1.50 a day, 
which, if granted, 
will mean an eno rmo us increase in 
the co mpany’s pay ro lls, as a ro ad 
averages at least o ne sectio n hand 
a mile, and even mo re. 
“ If the ro ad refuses to grant this 
demand the places o f the strikers 
canno t be filled because in these 
pro spero us days yo u canno t find 
men willing to do the wo rk o f a 
sectio n hand at the pay given 
them. 
“ As a result, tho usands o f men 
who are no w o rganizing may go 
o ut and leave the ro ad helpless to 
fight.
